Gen. March Asserts French 
Friendly to United States. 
Nothing but Gratitude is Felt 
Toward This Country. 


_ Areas Progressing. 
‘EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, July 11.—‘“‘What- 
ever friction there may be about 
the League of Nations and other 
things, the French people are uni- 
versally friendly and grateful to the 
United States,” Maji.-Gen. March, 
Chief of Staff of the Army, declared 
vesterday in denying rumors of the 
cxistence of an anti-American agi- 
tation in France. 

Gen. March. who spent the entire 
month of June in France,’ Bel- 
gium, Great Britain and Germany, 
tesumed his post as head of th 
American Army yesterday. 3 

He said that the outstanding fea- 
ture of his tour of the _ military 
fronts of Western Europe was the 
extraordinary high standing of the 
American Army of Occupation 
maintained among other Allied 
troops and of the general feeling 
-of kindliness exhibited toward the 
Tnited States. 

“This feeling.” he said. ‘was 
particularly noticeable on Memoria! 
Day when tribute was generously 
raid to the American dead. The 
feeling toward the United Stntes 
everywhere in France was fine and 
nll over Belgium it was nothing 
less than overwhelming.” 

GRATITUDE SHOWN. 

Gen. March made particular ref- 

erence to the gratitude exhibited 


for American generosity while he 
was in Paris. He told of the en- 
thusiasm displayed by Marsha! 


Joffre over the gift of 75,000,000 
francs by individual "Americans tor 
the support for 22,000 French war 
orphans, who are being wholesorne- 
ly cared for and educated as 
“adopted Americans.” 

Amazing progress in reconstruc- 
tion was noticed by the general in 
hia tour of Belgium. 

“In the devastated areas.” he 
said. “wonderfully effective steps 
are being taken by the Belgian and 
French people. In Belgium all the 

easants are sowing crops, and 
owna which were literally wiped 
out are beginning to show evidences 
of reconstruction. France has not 
beén #0 rapid in this work, but 
steps have been taken to clear the 
battle fields of barbed-wire entan- 
gclements and other impedimenta of 
War’ 

Gen. March laid stress upon the 
organization of the graves registra- 
tion service of the Army, declaring 
all cemeteries in which American 
soldiers are buried are well kept, 
with abundant grass d flowers 
crowing and a white cros#wver each 
grave. At each cemetery a hostess 
house is located, where accommo- 
Cations are ayailable for all Amert- 
can visitors o come to view the 
graves of thelr relatives. 

Conditions tn the occupied area 
were excellent. He said that the 
German people were well fed, had 
numerous children, who looked 
prosperous. and that no suffering 
existed. The American army on 
the Rhine, Gen. March declared, 
has won a unique place in military 
history for the high morale among 
the men and the cordial relations 
which exist between the United 
States" and Allied troops. Gen. 
March inspected the American 
forces at Coblenz. where battle 
maneuvers were engaged in.

tn: | Nogales Men Join Mining Ex- 
pert for Promotion. 


Declares Republic’s Need is 
Hard Money. ° 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

NOGALES (Ariz.) July 11.—The 
Chamber of Commerce has joined 
with Charles Butters, mining expert 
of New York and San Francisco, te 
promote the formation in Mexico of 
an association of silver mine owners 
and silver producers to rebuild the 
abandoned mints throughout’ the 
nation, and thus bring about once 
more the free and unlimited coinage 


of silver. 
Butters states that if the old-time 


mean that Mexico will coin 500,000,- 
000 ounces of silver. 

The mining expert has extensive 
_ pinterests in mines in Mexico, Sal- 
vador and Nicaragua ang is known 
for hia introduction of the cyanide 
reduction process into Mexico. He 
says the greatest need of Mexico to- 
day is small change and hard 
money. 

SILVER COIN SCARCE. 

The revolutions and the World 
War, says Butters, have stripped 
Mexico bare of silver coin. In its 
place he says is a vast quantity of 
paper money issueq by the varying 
governments as fiat money. He 
blames the great flood of paper 
money in Mexico for most of the 
suffering in that nation in connec- 
tion with the various revolutions. 

His plan, backed by the Nogales 
Chamber of Commerce, ig to have 
the old mints rebuilt and placed in 
operation by the association of sil- 
ver mine interests at the cost of the 
association and. place the mints in 
operation. Then the cost of the re- 
neweod mints would be recovered by 
the association from the mint profits 
over a course of years. 

Upon the paying out of the cap- 
ital charge in restoring the mints 
they are to be returned to the Mex- 
ican Federal f° overnment as ite prop- 
ercy, to be thereafter operated un- 
der supervision of the Federal gov- 
erament,

The Big Moose, 
by use of his powerful crawl stroke, 
took the event by three yards from 
Wild Bill Harris of Hawaii, who was 
a yard in advance of Pua Kealoha 
of the Hawaiian swimming team. 
Ross swam the distance in 6:40 2-5. 
HOWELL DISQUALIFIED. 
An unfortunate’ disqualification 
took place in the 400-meter breast 
stroke when Jack Howell of the Oak- 
land A.C., who finished second in 
the 200-meter breast-stroke on Sat- 
urday, was disqualified for illegal 
swimming after he had won the 
event.

Taylor of the Chicago A.A., who took 
second place by a touch over Steve 
Ruddy of the New York A.C.

California—all of this time outside 
the law as it is interpreted by the 
Board of Medical Examiners. 

For four years he has had offices 
in Berkeley, where he gives or gave 
adjustments to from forty to fifty 
alling people every day. When ar- 
rested and tried, 150 citizens of 
Berkeley went to the courtroom to 
testify as to the benefit he had given 
them. Prosecuting Attorney A. A. 
Calkins protested that their evidence 
was “irrelevant,” and Judge Lincoln 
Church of the Superior Court sus- 
tained the protest. 

When he went to Jalil more than 
750 citizens of Berkeley—including 
every business man on Shattuck ave- 
nue—signed a petition to the govern- 
or for his unconditional pardon. That 
was two weeks ago, and the peti- 
tion still lies on the governor’s desk. 


SCORE OF PATIENTS A DAY 
Every day at least a score of his 


patients make the pligrimage to the 


county jall to hearten him in prison, 
to bring him flowers, good food and 
reading matter or to receive adjust- 
ments. One who came yesterday 
was a young man, Chester Lawrence, 
Lafayette Apartments, Berkeiey, who 
was pronounced incurable a year and 
a half ago because of an affliction 
of the knee. Nineteen physicians 
and one osteopath had “given him 
up.” His own testimony is that he 
works eight hours every day now and 
goes swimming four times a week— 
because of the chiropractic adjust- 
ments given him by McCash, 

The doctor is also giving adjust- 
ments—he does not use the word 
“treatments”—to the prisoners the 
turnkeys and the jailers who guard 
him from freedom. One old fe'low, 
in. jail for drunkenness, spoke f- 
his fellows when he said: “We are 


‘wery fond of the doctor here; very 


proud of him. He is a very fine 
man!"’ The minor prisoners enjoy a 
certain vicarious martyrdom from 
being. In the same prison with a man 
who is in jall for principle. And 
McCash himself ts in the po- 
sition of being in prison for breaking 
a law—and cofftinuing to break that 
law while he is imprisoned. 


HOW SCIENCE WAS DISCOVERKV 

McCash, as might be expected, Is 
an enthusiast about the science of 
chiropractic—unknown until twenty- 
five years ago, and it would not be 
known today if D. D. Paimer of 
Davenport, ia.. mental healer, had 
not had a negro porter in his em.- 
ploy. While cleaning windows one 
the old negro fell from a step 
ladder, wrenched his neck and went 
suddenly and completely deaf. He 
went to Palmer, compiaining of pain. 
Palmer noticed a lump on nis neck, 
which seemed to be a malad!ustment

Paimer became interested in the 
possibilities of a new science, and, 
with the aid of his son, then 15 years 
old, evolved the modern chiroprac- 
tic methods. Today the Palmer 
School of Chiropractic tn Davenport, 
la., is the largest of thirty-two such 
schoc!s in the country, and has an 
enroliment of more than 2000 pupils. 
Today sixteen states have chiroprac- 
tic boards, among the last to be 
created being the one of New York, 
less than two weeks ago. Until two 
years ago only five states had such 
boards of examiners; now there are 
sixteen, and California is the only 
Pacific Coast state without one. The 
science is recognized in Europe, Ja- 
pan, China, the Hawaiian islands 
and In New Zealand, where there is 
an official chiropractor. 


30,000 IN 
According to “*icCash, there are 
between 25,000 and 30,000 chiroprac- 
tors In the United States today, con- 
stantly increasing in number. Each 
one of these works on the principle 
that 95 per cent of human ailments 
are caused by some maladjustment 
of the spinal vertebrae, which re- 
stricts the flow of vital energy fr 
the brain and limits the proper fufc- 
tions of the affected*parts of the 
body. Removing tne misalignment of 
the spinal column gives nature a 
chance to rebuild itself. _ 

In California alone, according to 
the doctor, there are almost 1000 
chiropractors, and one chiropractic 
school, in Los Angeles, has an en- 
roliment of 450 pupils. But, aithougn 
these schools exist under the laws 
of the state, their graduates break 
the law when they practice what 
they are allowed to learn. 

The State Board of Medical Exam. 
iners is opposed to the growth of 
chiropractic in this state, on the 
ground that it is unscientific and 
dangerous and that its exponents 
are ignorant and without standards. 
The board refuses to grant them any 
license except the drugiess physi- 
clans’ ticense, which the chiroprac- 
tors refuse to accept.

Attorney General at Washington to 


eral attack upon the oil industry. 
Mr. Martland ‘has made a 
thorough canvass of the entire State 
and of the adjoining States sup- 
plied with gasoline from California 
and he has failed to find any evi- 
dence to justify’the charge that the 
shortage of gasoline is the result of 
manipulation or that it is prenteded 
for the purpose of raising prices. He 
will report accordingly, withdraw- 
Ing the charges and expressing his 
regret that they weré brought, it is 
stated by those in close touch with 
him. 
Mr. Martland was in Los Angeles 
recently and spent several days go- 
ine over all phases of the situation 
with auto men, refiners, ofl produc- 
ers, gasoline service men and any 
one able to give information. He 
visited surrounding towns. Eo had 
the local representatives of his as- 
sociation at work, gathering all their 
reports to use in preparing his own. 
He followed and traced to their ori- 
gin a mass of rumors and facts and 
sifted them. 
John E. Spencer, the local secre- 
tary, says that at the start neither 
of them thought there was a real 
shortage of gasoline but that they 
have been convinced by their invest!- 
gation, the first that has been wun- 
dertaken by any of those who have 
made .charges against refiners, oil 
producers and marketers, that the 
companies have tolg the truth in all 
they have said, that they are deal- 
ing fairly with the public. 
The report, say those who tatked 
with Mr. Martland while he was 
here, and this is confirmed by Mr. 
Spencer, will be quite complete, 
containing figures showing produc-
